1. This memorandum proposes to transfer the 
CRS (Agency) photographer and his position to OL/PSD 
as recommended in the recent Inspector General's 
Survey Report on CRS . A copy of the IG ' s recommenda- 
tion is attached.

GS-09 ; position number 1932 
(Photographer^eneral GS-09) ; Room IE-4802 containing 
the processing lab and new portrait studio, and all 
laboratory equipment, supplies and cameras s used by the 
photographer. New equipment ($2,700) and facilities 
($1,100) are on order with FY 1972 funds. 

3. Printing Services Division will be expected 
to assume total responsibility for Agency photographic 
requirements, e.g., VIP portraits, ceremonial and 
special security photography, etc. CRS will retain 

no residual responsibilities in this area. 

4. PSD will also be expected to fully support 
CRS photo processing requirements involved in the 
accession and publication of photography for 
biographic intelligence. If necessary, this will 
include overtime work to process short-term loan 
materials and to meet production deadlines. Occasional 
PSD support will also be needed to extract still photos 
from videotape.
